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Village in shock as 
woman dies in Are 

Neighbour tries to help but is beaten back by blaze

A VILLAGE has come together to 
support the family of a mother 
who died this week in a house fire. 

The victim, named locally as 
Miranda Drew, died when a blaze 
swept through her semi-detached 
bungalow in Hawthorn Way, Bur- 
well, on Saturday morning. 

The fire is believed to have been 
started by “smoking materials”, 
according to the fire service. 

It is understood the victim lived 
at the address with her partner 
and her three-year-old daughter, 
neither of whom were at home at 
the time of the blaze. 

Flowers were laid at the scene 
on Monday as the shocked com¬ 
munity rallied round to express its 
grief at the “dreadful tragedy”. 

Lesley Reader, Burwell par¬ 
ish clerk, said: “The council are 
shocked like everybody else at 
this dreadful tragedy. 

“Our sympathies are with the 
family at this difficult time.” 

The woman is said to have suf¬ 
fered from multiple sclerosis and 
attended the Newmarket branch 
of the MS Society. 

Selina Boyce, society secretary, 
told the News: “It was a shock to 
us all to hear of Miranda Drew’s 
death on Saturday. 

“She will be missed by her 
friends and members of the New¬ 
market branch of the MS Society. 

“She had been a member of 
the branch for several years and 
always brought happiness and 
smiles with her to our social 
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Villagers have rallied to support 
the family who have lost their 
home in the terrifying blaze. 

Donations are already pouring 
in to The Fox pub, which is ac¬ 
cepting items such as clothes and 
toys for the little girl. 

Financial donations can also be 
made to the cause at the pub, in 
North Street, to Tina’s, in North 
Street, or Barclays Bank, in Par¬ 
sonage Lane. 

Bob Taylor, landlord at The Fox 
pub, said: “The family is happy 
for us to collect for them and 
are overwhelmed by the support 


from the community. I am still ac¬ 
cepting items and half the bar is 
already full. 

“There is going to be a fund set 
up but it is still in early stages.” 

Tributes have also been placed 
on Facebook to “a lovely lady”. 

Lesley Palmer said: “That’s trag¬ 
ic - know the family. Such sad sad 
news for all, life can be so cruel 
sometimes. 

“Sending our love to daddy and 
daughter at this very awful time 
x.” 

Margaret Douchanicz added: 
“So sad, she was a lovely lady. Feel 
so sad for her little girl who has 


lost her mummy x.” 

Neighbours in the village tried 
to help but were beaten back by 
the fire which blazed for more 
than two hours. 

A spokesman for Cambridgesh¬ 
ire Fire and Rescue Service said: 
“Following a fire investigation, 
Fire Service findings indicate the 


cause of the fire to be accidental. 

“Investigations show the most 
likely cause of the fire was smok¬ 
ing materials.”

SOMETHING needs to be done 
about the market - that is the 
message from shoppers, trad¬ 
ers and councillors in Newmar¬ 
ket. 

No more than five or six stalls 
can regularly be seen in the 
Market Square on Tuesdays 
with a few more on Saturdays, 
but stallholders and traders 
were despondent about its fu¬ 
ture this week. 

Some of them want the mar¬ 
ket moved to elsewhere in the 
town where there is a greater 
footfall. 

On Monday, Newmarket 
Town Council’s commmunity 
services committee voted to 
invest £1,000 on the market, 
which could be spent on better 
signage. 

And Newmarket Retailers 
Association want to hear your 
views on what should be done 
to inject new life and attract 
both shoppers and traders. 

Shopper foe Moore, 84, of 
Portland Road, said: “I’ve been 
coming down here since I was 
a boy. I don’t think the council 
really wants it as no-one ever 
does anything to change it.’’ 

Maggie Westley, of Sefton 
Way, said: “I think it is sad. You 
go to Bury St Edmunds and 
Cambridge and it is beautiful. 
You come here and you think 
‘my goodness’. 

The 68-year-old added: “I like 
coming here because you have 
everyone chatting but they 
need to do something about it.” 



New stallholder Sarah Caw- 
thorne has been on the market 
only a few weeks with her craft 
stall but was positive about the 
reception she received. 

Sarah, co-owner of Poppy & 
Co in Soham, said: “It is a very 
friendly market. Everyone has 
been very helpful to me. 

“I decided to try here as Ely 
market is so expensive to trade 
on. I thought I would try in the 
run-up to Christmas.” 

The recent partnership be¬ 
tween St Edmundsbury Bor¬ 
ough Council and Forest Heath 
District Council has led to 
changes in market manage¬ 
ment. 

Town and district Cllr War¬ 
wick Hirst said: “There is now a 
joint management team at West 
Suffollk and they have respon¬ 
sibility for the markets. 

“They know how to run a 


successful market and they are 
looking at a range of options for 
Newmarket. 

“They have a lot of experience 
of running Bury and Haverhill 
markets which were run-down 
and have been revived and are 
very successful. 

“As far as I am concerned we 
now have people who are com¬ 
mitted to do something about 
the market for the first time in 
years so I am encouraged by it.”

Victorian 

barrows 

proposed 

VICTORIAN barrows could 
dot the High Street if new 
plans go ahead. 

Newmarket was awarded a 
£10,000 grant from the Mary 
Portas scheme last year, 
which was given on the con¬ 
dition the money was used 
to bring new business to the 
town. 

Diane Robertshaw, chair 
of the Newmarket Retailers 
Association (NRA), told the 
News : “What we are aiming 
to do is get traders who aren’t 
already here, such as crafts, 
artisan breads, olives. We are 
hoping to give opportunities 
to smaller businesses.” 

The NRA is hoping to pur¬ 
chase between six and eight 
bespoke barrows which will 
be available for rent, includ¬ 
ing one with a refrigerator. 
They would be placed around 
the High Street in areas of 
lower footfall to generate in¬ 
terest. 

They also plan to run a 
competition offering free 
rents for a year on one of the 
barrows. Traders will pitch 
ideas to the NRA. 

Investigations are under¬ 
way on whether the barrows 
would need licenses or plan¬ 
ning permission.

Tony Frewin has had a 

flower stall for 37 years. 

“It is appalling. It has 
really declined over the 
last eight to 10 years. 

"Shopping has 
changed and people go 
to supermarkets outside 
town where it's all under 
one roof. If we were put 
somewhere where there 
were more people then 
they could use this as a 
car park. 

"My family does about 
20 markets. This used 
to be the second best 
market I went to after 
Biggleswade... now it is 
the worst." 


Len Rix has run an egg 
stall for 47 years. 

"It is simply because 
people don't walk 
through here for some 
reason. 

"I do OK but that 
is because over that 
time I have built up 
customers. I get people's 
grandchildren who 
used to come with their 
grandparents. 

"Supermarkets are 
going to have an effect as 
people go out of town. 

I don't think signs will 
make a difference. 

"There just isn't 
enough footfall."

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More horses 
have tails 
chopped off 

HORSE owners have been urged to 
remain calm as another group of 
horses have had their tails hacked 
off in the county. 

Two ponies had their manes and 
tails cut off overnight between 
August 17 and 18 at a farm near 
Hoo, near Framlingham, just months 
after animals were targeted at a field 
in Wildmere Lane, Beck Row, as the 
News reported. 

A spokeswoman for Suffolk 
Horsewatch said: "The belief that 
the cutting of hair or insertions of 
plaits are a marker for the theft of 
the horse is the reason that causes 
the most concern for horse owners. 

"If the marking is a sign for 
possible theft then it is reasonable 
to believe that we would have an 
increase in horse thefts because 
horses whose markers were not 
discovered would have been stolen 
and we would have seen a surge of 
numbers taken. However this is not 
the case. 

"This does not mean horse 
owners should drop their guard. 
They should always remain vigilant 
and continue to report any unusual 
activity concerning their horse." 

Freezemarking horses and 
horses rugs is a good deterrent 
and ensuring fencing and gates are 
secure.

Stalemate for 
supermarkets 


STALEMATE has set in over 
plans for four supermarkets in 
Newmarket as the decisions are 
being scrutinised by the govern¬ 
ment. 

Forest Heath District Council 
(FHDC) voted to approve plans 
for a Morrisons store in Exning 
Road and an expanded Tesco 
in Fordham Road back in May 
after nearly two years of consid¬ 
eration. 

Members refused applica¬ 
tions for a Sainsbury’s in Ford- 
ham Road and an Asda su¬ 
permarket as part of a wider 
complex in land bounded by 
Black Bear Lane, High Street and 
Rowley Drive. 

The News revealed last month 
appeals had been lodged by 
Sainsburys and Asda against 
the decision which means all 
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four will have to be referred to 
the National Planning Casework 
Unit (NPCU), a government 
body which manages planning 
for the Secretary of State. 

The NCPU will decide wheth¬ 
er to call in the decisions and 
hold a major planning inquiry 
over all four decisions. 

A spokeswoman for FHDC’S 
planning department said: “Of¬ 
ficers are making preparations 
for assembling the appeal team 
in anticipating a public inquiry.” 

It said any appeal would have 
“significant cost” implications 
for the district council. 

Members of Forest Heath 
District Council’s development 
control committee will be asked 
to reaffirm the decision they 


took in May at a meeting today 
to approve Morrisons and Tesco. 

A report before members 
said: “In relation to the potential 
call-in of Morrisons and the live 
Tesco application, it remains 
Officer's view, having taken le¬ 
gal advice, that Tesco should be 
referred to the NCPU, whereas, 
Morrisons should not as it is 
considered that it is not contra¬ 
ry to one or more provisions of 
the development plan.” 

The NCPU has served an Ar¬ 
ticle 25 notice on the council 
which means they cannot issue 
permissions to Morrisons and 
Tesco until this is resolved. 

A decision is expected by mid- 
September.

MAY I suggest that, when 
deliberating on applications for 
developments in Newmarket, 
councillors should consider the 
requirements for prospective 
students at the second Newmarket 
secondary school. 

They should also consider 
the provision of employment 
opportunities for the parents of the 
children needed to maintain student 
numbers. 

It is perhaps ironic that the county 
council's proposals for the old St 
Felix site, preferred by the free 
school proponents, is earmarked, 
as too Scaltback, for housing, 
commercial and community use. 
Extra housing must surely increase 
the school places requirement while 
no extra housing reduces the need 
for a second school. 

The proposed Newmarket Free 
School raises the question whether 
Newmarket needs a second 
secondary school. 

Apparently Newmarket College had 
an 'extra' 30 pupils this last year 
AND some potential pupils are 'lost' 
to Cambridge and Bury St Edmunds 
schools. 

Perhaps ironically the SCC plan that 
the former St Felix and Scaltback 
sites should accommodate some 
commercial but also housing 
and community areas. Housing 
development would probably 
produce more demand for school 
places. So the answer is, possibly, 
yes. The alternative would be a 
bigger college. 


An advantage for a Free School 
is that such are not required to 
follow the National Curriculum and 
currently the Education Minister, 
Michael Gove, announces reguarly 
more and more ideas on what and 
how children should be taught. 
Newmarket College does not seem 
to score high in the accumulation 
of certificates tables. A more 
interesting statistic would be 
how many ex-college pupils are 
gainfully employed. It is probable 
that many racing staff and useful 
people, like plumbers, electricians 
and mechanics, are former college 
students; some may be accountants 
and lawyers. The objective of 
schools and teachers must surely be 
to develop the abilities and interests 
of pupils and prepare them for the 


University of Life not just to get 
certificates and degrees. I would 
hope that is an aim of both the 
college and proposed free school.

LY REVIEW 

The council’s 2012-13 bid for 
minor highways improvements 
(interactive signs along High St 
and Park Road) has been ap¬ 
proved by Cambridgeshire Coun¬ 
ty Council and CPC reconfirmed 
its support for the project by ap¬ 
proving a contribution of £1,000. 
It is anticipated that these signs 
will be installed before the end of 
the year. 

The council received an in¬ 
vitation from the Duchess Park 
Residents’ Association (DPRA) to 
spend a very enjoyable afternoon 
with Mr David Cudby, volunteer 
Tree Warden for Cheveley Parish 
Council and Parish Path Partner¬ 
ship (P3) Coordinator. They were 
shown the work undertaken at 
both the Jubilee planting and 


seating scheme, and at other 
open and green spaces within 
Meadow Lane. 

Positive comments continue 
to be received about the contrac¬ 
tors who maintain the grass at the 
cemetery and recreation ground, 
although the necessity and fre¬ 
quency of verge cutting continues 
to draw debate. 

Emergency repairs to those 
street lights found to be in a dan¬ 
gerous condition have been un¬ 
dertaken, but no decision has 
been made about what to do with 
the large number of street lights 
the CPC is responsible for. 

A dog foul bin was destroyed by 
vandals. Council approved its re¬ 
placement. 

The council encourages use of 
the pavilion for private as well as 
public events. Details of how to 
hire the pavilion are available on 
the website. 

Picnic tables and an additional 
bench for the recreation ground 
have been delivered and follow¬ 
ing assembly the tables are now 
available to use. Whilst there have 


been some concerns registered 
in regards to the new BBQ units, 
these have generally been well re¬ 
ceived. Remember: only the BBQ 
stations provided by the council 
may be used and that all others 
BBQs are prohibited. 

I’d like to encourage residents 
to engage in the forthcoming 
budgeting process (commencing 
at the September council meet¬ 
ing) as well as all other issues.

Injured woman, 36, 
rescued from 65ft 
up church bell tower

A MUM had to be rescued by fire¬ 
fighters from a 65ft high bell tower 
after she fell and broke her ankle. 

It is believed the 36-year-old wom¬ 
an, who was eventually lowered 
through a trap door to safety, was 
watching her daughter at a bell ring¬ 
ing class at St Andrew’s Church in 
Soham when the accident happened. 

According to Reverend Canon Tim 
Alban Jones, vicar of St Andrew’s, 
who wasn’t there at the time, the 
woman stepped onto a box - around 
six inches tall - to take a photograph 
of her daughter when she slipped 
and broke her ankle. 

An ambulance was called but be¬ 
cause the woman was inside the 
ringing chamber of the church’s bell 
tower - only accessible via a steep 
spiral staircase - the fire service had 
to be called to help carry her down. 

A fire crew from Cambridge at¬ 
tended and managed to free the 
woman by removing a trap door in 
the floor of the ringing chamber and 
lowering her through it, secured in 
a harness. 

Revd Alban Jones said: “I’m told 
the woman was there with her part¬ 
ner watching her daughter learn how 
to ring the bells with one of our dedi¬ 
cated bell ringers. 

“She stood on a box which is only 
around six inches high to take a pic¬ 
ture of the girl when she slipped and 
twisted her ankle. It was literally a 
small slip, almost like slipping off a 
pavement. 

“The reason she had to be winched 
down the tower was because of the 
spiral staircase and the fact nobody 
could get a stretcher up there to res¬ 
cue her. 

“From what I can gather, the wom¬ 
an was from Littleport. 

“We take safety very seriously and 
we’re all very upset that an accident 
like this happened.” 

The drama happened just before 
8.30pm last Wednesday and the 
woman was taken to Addenbrooke’s 
Hospital by ambulance for treat¬ 
ment.

Papers submitted 
alongside the applica¬ 
tion said: “The propos¬ 
als for change of use for 
the building to part A3 
will allow the landlord 
to increase the scope of 
possible tenants to take 
up space vacated by W H 
Smith. 

“Currently tenants with 
covenants for prime retail 
spaces on the High Street 
remain scarce, as the UK 
economy remains very 


slow to grow.” 

However letting agents 
insisted they will con¬ 
tinue to look for suitable 
retail tenants for the site 
as well. 

The report added: “We 
are constantly told our 
High Streets have to be 
more flexible in the future 
to survive and increasing¬ 
ly the High Street has be¬ 
come a much more social 
space, with more coffee 
shops operating than we 
have known in the past.” 

The report said: “The 
site is located in a promi¬ 
nent position in the town 
centre and it is the view 
of the joint letting agents 


for this property, now va¬ 
cated by WH Smith, that it 
could be a suitable prem¬ 
ises for restaurant use, 
particularly as Newmar¬ 
ket is reportedly attract¬ 
ing increasing numbers 
of visitors each year.” 

The external appear¬ 
ance of the property will 
not be affected by the 
proposals. 

The final decision on 
the plans will be taken 
by Forest Heath District 
Council’s development 
control committee at a 
later date.

Life after a brain 
injury: Tim’s story

A BRAIN injury survivor has said 
he is “a different person” after a re¬ 
habilitation centre saved him from 
depression. 

Tim Lodge, of Burwell, suffered a 
serious brain injury after falling off 
his bike in 2009 and the incident 
left him so low that he attempted 
suicide. 

In a new book called Life After 
Brain Injury: Survivors' Stories , the 
52-year-old credits the work of the 
Oliver Zangwill Centre (OZC), at the 
Princess of Wales Hospital, in Ely, 
for helping him to rebuild his life. 

He said: “I was riding home one 
evening from my job as a design 
engineer at Marshalls, when I got 
knocked off my bike. I didn’t think 
I’d been knocked unconscious and 
I had no obvious serious injuries, so 
after I was checked over at the hos¬ 
pital I was sent home. I just thought 
I might need a few days off and then 
go back to work.” 

Tim began to suffer from head¬ 
aches and his head swelled up so he 
went to his doctor again. Tests then 
confirmed he had a serious brain 
injury. 

After recommendations that he 
attend the OZC, Tim admitted he 
was sceptical but decided to give it 
ago. 

He said: “I hadn’t dealt with men¬ 
tal health specialists before and 
I wasn’t sure how they could use 
psychology to help with a physical 
problem. 

“We covered other issues, but the 
part that really got me was “mood 
week”. When they started I was 
sceptical. They said you have to re¬ 
member that it’s not your fault. If 
your mood changes then that’s not 
your fault. 

“It wasn’t until I started process¬ 
ing some of this stuff that I realised 
I could control my emotions before 
I did anything and how some of my 
issues were about my emotions get¬ 
ting in the way. 

“I was having trouble talking 
and having problems with some 
things. For example, I had to jump 
start a car and, as someone who 
had been a mechanic I didn’t think 
much about it, but I managed to get 
it wrong. “It was a shock to find I 
couldn’t do things I used to do with¬ 
out thinking about it.” 


Tim suffered severe depression 
and attempted suicide but with the 
emotional training he learned how 
to calm himself down. 

He said: “Brain injury is not like 
other injuries, where you know 
roughly how long it will take to heal. 
It takes you by surprise and you 
come out of it a different person. 
I am a different person, but I now 
have the ability to compare how far 
I’ve come.” 

Tim is now back at work as a lead 
engineer, something he said he 
could not have done without help 
from the OZC. 

Life After Brain Injury: Survivors' 
Stories is thought to be the first 
book of its kind, which gives the 
personal accounts of people who 
have lived through a brain injury, 
alongside reports from professional 
therapists about the client’s pro¬ 
gress through rehabilitation. 

Although primarily aimed at pro¬ 
fessionals working in the field of 


brain injury rehabilitation, authors 
Professor Barbara Wilson, who es¬ 
tablished the Oliver Zangwill Cen¬ 
tre in 1996, and clinical psycholo¬ 
gists fill Winegardner and Fiona 
Ashworth, who both work at the 
centre, hope that the stories within 
will be of interest to anyone deal¬ 
ing with an acquired brain injury 
- whether through surviving an in¬ 
jury themselves or being a relative, 
friend or carer. 

Professor Wilson said: “By focus¬ 
sing on the survivors’ perspective 
we hope to show how rehabilitation 
is an interactive process between 
people with brain injury, health 
care staff, and others, while giving 
the survivors a chance to tell their 
own stories of life before their in¬ 
jury, the nature of the insult, their 
early treatment, and subsequent 
rehabilitation.” 

Life after Brain Injury: Survivors' 
Stories is published by Psychology 
Press and costs £28.99.

Dennis the 

Menace 


‘YOU’RE talking to a guy who owns 17 kitchens. How crazy 
is that? How stupid is that? That means you’ve got to have 
17 toasters and I insist that all the toasters are the same, I 
don’t know why - and all the coffee machines.” 

I've caught Felix Dennis on a rather polite morning. 
Instead of launching into a drunken tirade fuelled by a 
jumbled blur of memory, anecdote and fiction (he recently 
had to retract a statement he made to a journalist, saying 
he'd killed someone), we're discussing the finer points of 
OCD home ownership, and sadly, on my end of the phone 
at least, there is no wine involved whatsoever. 

The 66-year-old publishing magnate (owner of Dennis 
Publishing), forest restorer, wine expert and - in his most 
recent reinvention - poet, is on holiday at his home in 
Mustique, (where his neighbour is Mick Jagger), and is 
quick to admit: "I'm one of those people who lives more 
lives than one." 

In a monstrous career spanning decades of digital change 
with free love on the side, Dennis was the first person to 
say the c word on national television (while squirting a 
water pistol at David Frost), pre-empted the dotcom boom 
by starting a stack of cash-churning computer magazines, 
and played a major part in the Oz obscenity trials in the 
1960s. 

Dennis is the king of anecdotes: he falls into them easily, 
a store of barmy, drink-and-drug-addled tales ready and 
waiting to just leap off his tongue, accompanied by a wry, 
hacking cough. You end up wondering just how much to 
believe, but that doesn't stop him being wildly entertaining. 

I suggest his view of the world is quite bleak. "I am a 
bit bleak," he barks back merrily. "You're born, you live, 
you stave off boredom and then you die. You don't get to 
choose to be born, you usually don't get to choose when 
you die and you don't get to choose all that much in the 
middle!" 

His middle bit has been more spectacular than most. "I've

earned huge sums of money, I've had a huge amount of fun 
in my life, I've spent like a drunken sailor, and just done the 
most crazy things you can imagine," he says, hints of pride 
and bemusement in his tone. 

"On drugs and sex and wine and rock 'n' roll and 
women!" he yells when I ask if it's true he spent £100 
million during his 'lost decade'. "I was so far out of it," 
he laughs wheezily. "I was just crazy, I'd literally go into a 
nightclub and spend 20, 30,000 quid, so I was mad, I was 
barking mad at the time, but I'm sure I had a helluva good 
time." 

And now he's a poet, and a bestselling one at that. His 
seventh book of verse, Love , Of A Kind , was released 
earlier this year, and the book jacket is smothered 
with praise from the likes of Stephen Fry and Sir Paul 
McCartney. "People seem to like it a lot," he says matter- 
of-factly, never one to indulge in modesty, and can't help 
slipping into the lothario version of himself. "I have to say, 
especially the ladies - I've received a fantastic number of 
letters." 

Love , Of A Kind was the name of the poem Dennis was 
writing as his doctor confirmed he had throat cancer - his 
most recent brush with death. He has previously survived 
Concorde going down, Legionnaires' disease and that 'lost 
decade', so you can see why he can say without doubt: "I 
think I was born lucky."

Old-school Bard 


SHAKESPEARE’S Globe will be touring 
the three Henry VI plays under their 
original titles - Harry the Sixth, The 
Houses of York & Lancaster and The 
True Tragedy of the Duke of York to 
Cambridge this autumn, as part of a 
large national tour that also takes in 
open air performances at Wars of the 
Roses battlefields. 

The Henry VI plays begin with the 
death of Henry V and together chart 
the entirety of his son's turbulent 
reign. They encompass the stories of 
Joan of Arc, who is burnt at the stake 
at the end of Harry the Sixth, and 
Jack Cade, whose short-lived peasant 
rebellion is depicted in The Houses of 
York & Lancaster. 

Yet at the heart of all three plays is 
the lethal struggle between York and 
Lancaster. The black comedy that 
builds with each reversal of power in 
The True Tragedy of the Duke of York 
ultimately sets the stage for the ascent 
of Shakespeare's demonic Richard III. 

Although usually performed as a 
trilogy, the Henry VI plays were not 
intended as such and each one can 
be enjoyed without knowledge of 
the others. The Globe will present 
each of the three plays as stand¬ 
alone productions, emphasizing their 
individual strengths and qualities, 
while also providing the opportunity to 
see all three staged chronologically in 


a single day. 

Overflowing with intrigue and 
violence, this was Shakespeare's first 
blockbuster history sequence and 
firmly established his reputation as one 
of the most popular playwrights of the 
Elizabethan age. 

The three plays will be directed by 
Nick Bagnall, whose previous directing 
credits include Betrayal (Crucible 
Theatre, Sheffield) and Entertaining Mr 
Sloane (Trafalgar Studios). 

The creative team also includes Tony- 
nominated designer Ti Green ( Coram 
Boy, Imperial Theatre, New York, The 
Revenger's Tragedy, National Theatre); 
BAFTA-nominated composer Alex 
Baranowski ( The Cripple of Inishmaan, 
Noel Coward Theatre) and Macbeth, 
(Trafalgar Studios). 

• Harry the Sixth is showing at 
Cambridge Arts Theatre on Tuesday 
September 17 at 7.45pm and Saturday 
September 21 at 12.30pm; The 
Houses of York and Lancaster is on 
Wednesday September 18 at 7.45pm 
and on Thursday September 19 and 
Saturday September 21 at 4pm; and 
The True Tragedy of the Duke of 
York is on Thursday September 19, 
Friday September 20 and Saturday 
September 21 at 7.45pm. For more

About Time (I2A, 123 mins) 

ALL good things must come to 
an end. 

As a writer and more recently 
a director, Richard Curtis 
has warmed the cockles of 
the nation's heart with his 
rose-tinted romantic comedies 
that suggest every bumbling, 
accident-prone Englishman 
gets the impossibly beautiful 
girl with a combination of 
expletives, dry humour and 
good fortune. 

Our love affair with Curtis 
started in 1994 with Four 
Wedding & A Funeral, 
which earned him an Oscar 
nomination for his screenplay, 
and has continued unabated 
through Bean, Notting Hill, 
Bridget Jones's Diary, Love 
Actually and various sequels. 

About Time is purportedly 
his final film (as director - 
he'll carry on writing) and 
it is a fittingly amusing and 
heartbreaking swansong. 

Set largely in London with 
occasional forays to the 
picturesque Cornish coast, this 
bittersweet romcom concerns 
not only saying goodbye to 
the people you love, but also 
bidding farewell to childhood 
and the safety net of a parent's 
guiding hand. 

Admittedly, Curtis is guilty 
of old habits. His characters 
are almost exclusively white, 
upper middle class, and seem 
to be able to afford sizeable 
properties in the capital 
despite modest salaries. But 
once you accept that realism 
is a distant stranger to certain 


elements of the writing, About 
Time casts a heady spell. 

Shortly after he turns 21, nice 
guy Tim (Domhnall Gleeson) 
is ushered into the office of 
his father (Bill Nighy) for a 
revealing heart-to-heart. 

He reveals that Tim harks 
from a long line of male time 
travellers, who can go back 
along their own timeline to 
correct past mistakes and 
relive fond memories. 

Sure enough, Tim is able to 
skip back through his personal 
history. 

The young man begins to 
master this new skill, which 


comes in very handy when he 
crosses paths with an insecure 
beauty called Mary (Rachel 
McAdams) and bungles their 
first meeting. 

With the benefit of time 
travel, Tim corrects wrinkles in 
the relationship and romance 
blossoms. However, every 
correction risks ripples through 
time and Tim gradually 
learns that there are some 
imperfections which must 
never be smoothed. 

About Time is a treat. But 
keep plenty of handkerchiefs 
about your person - the final 
15 minutes will wring you dry.

Forcing bulbs for 
the festive season 


BARELY have you started to plant your spring¬ 
flowering bulbs, and it’s already time to think 
about the winter and how to replicate these blooms 
indoors, without spending a fortune. 

The answer is to 'force' bulbs into flower, that is 
give them assistance to bloom far earlier indoors 
than they would normally 
outside. 

Garden centres should 
now be stocking up on bulbs 
which are sold specifically for 
forcing, which may include 
fragrant hyacinths, large- 
flowered crocus, hippeastrums, 
miniature daffodils and a few 
tulips, which should be marked 
'prepared' in the shop. 

By growing bulbs indoors, 
in a warmer atmosphere than 
they are accustomed to in 
the garden, for all or part of 
their growing season, they'll grow more quickly 
and flower earlier than they would otherwise. 
However, if you bring them on too quickly, they 
may fail. 

You can use any type of pot because indoor 
bulbs can manage without drainage as they are 
being grown for such a short time, provided the 
container holds enough compost to accommodate 


the bulbs. It's worth spreading a layer of gravel at 
the bottom of the pot to help drainage. 

For best results go for bulb fibre when growing 
bulbs in containers with no drainage, as it has 
plenty of air space and often contains added 
charcoal which keeps the compost fresh, even 
if it becomes too moist. 
Alternatively, you can use multi¬ 
purpose compost. 

Prepared hyacinths are the 
most popular bulbs for forcing 
and generally go on sale at the 
beginning of September, after 
being given a couple of weeks 
of cold treatment to make them 
think they've gone through 
winter. 

Whatever you do, don't leave 
'prepared' bulbs for a few weeks 
in a warm environment before 
planting, or they will lose the 
cold effect they were given initially. Instead, store 
them in a cool, dark place and plant them by the 
middle of September if you want them to flower by 
Christmas. 

For the best effect, plant bulbs of the same 
colour together. They should be planted close 
together on top of a depth of at least 6cm of 
compost, so they are not quite touching one 


another. Then fill the bowl to just below the 
rim with compost, so their growing tips are 
just sticking out above the surface. Don't firm 
the bulb fibre down or it may hinder the root 
system establishing quickly. Make sure you don't 
overwater them, just water the compost lightly. 

Place the container in a cool, dark place such as 
the shed or a closed cupboard in a cold room for 
10-14 weeks, to encourage the flowering stems 
to develop before the leaves. It also enables the 
root system to become well-established. If the 
bulb fibre becomes dry at any time, water carefully 
between the bulbs. 

Don't hurry them because insufficient time in the 
dark will result in stunted flowers or failure. When 
the leaf shoots are around 1-2in (4-5cm) high, 
move the container into a cool, light room. The 
flower buds which you can see between the tips of 
the leaves should just be starting to show signs of 
colour. If you remove the bulbs too early the leaves 
will grow too quickly and will obscure the flowers 

If you want to delay flowering, put the bulbs 
outside in a sheltered position so the flowers 
develop more slowly, then move them inside, but 
not near a radiator. 

Paperwhite narcissi and other dwarf narcissi 
may be given a cold preparation prior to sale 
and should be stored in a cold, dark place and 
then planted every couple of weeks from mid-

September onwards to give you a succession of 
blooms from November to January. All other 
narcissi apart from paperwhites should have 
around 17 weeks of cold before being brought 
indoors to flower, planting them as you would 
hyacinths.
